Historic “Old Town,” an in- 
tegral part of Cucamonga’s 
colorful past, feels the present 
has abandoned i — and t 
certainly, is skeptical of 
future 

Residents of the antiquated 
area, an estimated 2,000 to 3.- 
000 who live generally from 
Archibald Ave. on the west to 
Haven Ave. On the east and 
between Arrow Hwy. on the 
north and 6th St. on the south 
have every reason for feeling 
neglected, z 

Any unsuspecting motorist 
traveling along busy Archibald 
or Haven, should he turn off 
and enter “Old Town,” would 
realize immediately the over- 
all rundown condition of its in 
terior: uncut weeds of large 
proportion, unopened  aliey 
ways which should be 20 feet 
wide and unremoved buildings 
which have stood condemned 
for many months 

The view from Santa Fe 
streamliners racing through 
the area no doubt makes pas- 
sengers wonder about Cuca- 
monga—and wish that the 
trains could streak even fast- 
er.

Falls rank second only to mo 
tor vehicle accidents as the major 
cause of accidental deaths. They 
are the leading cause of accidental 
deaths in the home. Persons over 
65 account for 74 per cent of the 
total number of deaths from falls. 


They are caused by loss of 
balance on slippery surfaces, 
stumbling on uneven surfaces or 
objects, careless use of ladders 
and improper use of substitutes 
for ladders, and poorly lighted 
stairways and other walking 
areas, 

Results of falls can range from 
merely painful bruises through 
more serious injuries such as 
wounds with severe bleeding and 
possible infection, fractures, con- 
cussion and other head injuries, 
to death. 

There follow the measures the 
Red Cross recommends for pre- 
venting these accidents: 

1. Keep walking surfaces 
free of spilled foods and 
liquids, 

2. Fasten such loose ma- 
terial as throw rugs to the 
floor of use a non-skid 
backing.

6, Use stepladders or step- 
stools of appropriate 
height and in good repair 
to extend your reach. 

7. Provide for well lighted 
walking surfaces. 

8. Provide guards at the top 
and bottom of stairways 
for young children. 

9. Provide and use secure 

handholds in tubs and 

showers. 

Walk carefully and slowly 

on slippery and uneven 

surfaces. 

Don't carry objects. that 

will block your vision. 

Use footwear appropriate 

for the walking surface.
